1. Action to ease GROSSBAHtMs entry past KcCarran Act restrictions (see para--, 
graph B.2. of reference, pins paragraph 7 following). 

2. Contact instructions for UilCSSBAi-W in the IT. S., assuming he vail arrive 

approximately 15 October 1953. Detailed recommendations for his' handling will 
follow* • \ * *' - 

3. Headquarters should disregard oaragraph B.l. of .reference (request .for* 

advise, suggestions and; guidance on securing a U. S. visa for GilOSSBAHN) as the . . 
matter apparently can be hsndldd completely in the 'field. .*

Iii .addition* it will be necessary .to furnish a certificate of good 
conduct, (2lOSSBiU?Ncan secure such a certificate- from Salzburg police sources* .* 
as the certificate need only state that he has not been convicted of any criminal* 
moral* or political crimes. . 

li. The speed with which it is necessary to furnish the foregoing listed 
forms and documents is necessitated by the fact that ddOtdBOf should be gotten . 
on the waiting list as promptly as possible. Once he is on the list* issuance 
of tho visa can be timed in* operational terms* subject to the progress which we 
• can make In phasing GROSSBAM^s present, dperatioris over to direct handling or . 
dropping them.- In any evont* we have , set arrival in the U. .S, at approximately 
15 October 1953 and will have the phasing of OitOSSBAHN’s operations completed in 
tins for him to depart as scheduled. • 

5* No Affadavit of Support will be necessary,, 3. assures us that he 

can furnish the Munich Consulate with a certificate that GROSSBAEN * s* entry is in 
the best interests of the U. S, Government and that he will not become a public* 
charge while there*. This will serve in lieu of the usual affadavit.

It would seem to 
us that ary derogatory information would have to originate from here. If there 
appears to be no security objection to the issuance of a visa frbm Germany* 
could. INS, in some other manner, learn of GllOSSBAHN l 3 NSDAP and SD background? 

Bo -they perform a routine screening on all persons entering?. Any preliminary . 
steps Headquarters can take to insure against uROSSBAHN ! s possibly becoming 
entangled with* INS Would be well worth the effort, 

8. We have discussed the problem of eventually securing U, S. citizenship 
for the rest. of the family (wife and Hi year old son), with GROSS jAiBl* He (and 
we agree in this). sees no other course than to let las wife sit in Austria while 
he is in the U, S, 'and- face the problem of starting her on the way to .U. S. 
citizenship at a- later date*. The sonj we have assured him* represents no problem* 
provided ills divorce decree from Ills former wife will not bind him in somo manner. • 
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GBOSSHMK stales Unt ;herc is no official cntiy in court records iiat his 
former ..if a has any ri .his ‘.*i regard to she cirJLa. He lies agreed with her, 
informally, to let her see the boy on more Important Austrian holidays* Ke 
has discussed with her in general terms (under cover of sending xlie boy to 
school in uhe U. S*) the son's future and she has assured him that she will 
not stand in the vay of any ouch future plans* In sumnaiion, QIiOSSBAHN prefers, 
to clarify his ovm status in regards to U. S* citizenship first and tacldLe the . 
problems of ids wife and child at a later date* He realizes that we w ill lenid. 
whatever aid is possible under . the circumstance s, but that the future is 
unpredictable and ho nay be left completely to his own devices in working out 
the family's future citizenship. 



9* we, .naturally, will advance GROSSBAMi sufficient funds to p “or chase 
his round-trip air ticket to the U* S* In. addition, we plan on advancing him 
the sum of $ 405 *00 for per diem, figured at the average rate of $9 .00 per day 
(standard U* S. per' diem rate) on the basis of his being absent from Austria 
for approximately U;» days* 



D* Re co nmondations . 

It will be necessary that. GROSSBAHN reach the U* S. witliin four months of 
the time that a visa is granted to him. V;o thus recommend that a visa bo secured 
for GROSSBAHN within the next month and that we plan, both operationally and 
administratively, on his departing Austria so as to reach the U«. S. approximately.
